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AT CORPSELESS FUNERALS

Spartanburg, S. C., June 8.—(Special.)— 
Sadness and sorrow have claimed the 
town of Clifton for their own. In every 
Street that separates the whitewashed 
homes of the mill operatives, the angel of 
death in passing by has left behind some 
mark of bereavement. The suspense in 
regard to those reported missing is evén 
greater, if possible, than the grief of 
those who mourn the known dead. 

Touching far beyond the power of ex- 
pression are the corpseless funerals. 
These are to be found in every street. 
Mothers there are beating empty breasts 
that but three short days agg were the 
restingplate of tiny children. Women 
there are who are still suffering from 
shock and await minute after minute and 
hour after hour the sound of approaching 
footsteps that will signa) the return of 
a husband and father. . Many of. these 
refuse absolutely to believe their loved 
ones dead, and, in many cases, it has 
been found necessary to administer 
opiates to quiet the wrought up nerves of 
these women. whdse eyelids have never 
been closed in sleep since that Saturday 
morning of horrer and devastation. But 
more pathetic is the suffering of parents, 
and there are many who look up with 
hopeful expectancy at‘ the face of every 
approaching stranger in their anxiety to 
know that the cruel reports of their lost 
Ones are absolutely false. The terrible 


expression of the disappearing hope of 


some solicitous father or the renewed 
sobbing of some heartbroken mother sur- 
pass in sorrow the scenes about the tem- 
porary morgue. 

Four more bodies were secured today, 
two of which were bruised and discojored 
beyond possibility of identification. The 
efforts of fathers, mothers, sisters and 
brothers to identify some of these must 
ever form one of the saddest chapters in 
this awful calamity that has befallen 
Spartanburg county. The relief of those 
who failed to find those they sought 
among the list of missing was in pitiful 
contrast to that one father who finally 
identified the body of one as that of. his 
daughter, Lulu Hall. 
that of Miss Finley.

Among the afflicted mothers of Clifton 
there is, at least, one who tomorrow must 
learn the bitter truth. Today Sam Fer- 
rar, while engaged in securing some of 
the floating bales of cotton at Lockhart 
shoals found the bodg of a boy some three 
or four years old. He, together with 
many strong-armed and tender-hearted 
men, secured the tiny corpse. The body 
was badly discolored, and it is possible 
that its identification may never be és- 
tablished. It is believed to he that of 
one of the Williams children, three of 
whom are still among the missjng. 

The body of the child was placed in 
a white coffin and will be shipped tomor- 
row. At that time it will be again re- 
sponsible for one of the saddest proces- 
sions in all history. a procession of tear- 
stained. mothers looking and fearing to 
find in this, its last cradle, the one whose 
childish smile formed the most beautiful 
decoration and whose. pattering footsteps 
made the sweetest music in one of the 
mill houses of Clifton. 

But while the women weep, the men 
are already at work, some to return to 
their homes again and again through the 
long day to give some word of comfort 
Spartans they 
afe, real Spartans, bearing as bravely the 
test of the sufferjng that is only to the 
childless and homeless, as did the heroes 
of Thermopylae, whose namesakes they 
are. And when, at last, twilight closed fn 
upon the white houses of Clifton, a long 
procession of men wended their way up 
teh hillsides from the mills, the whis- 
tles of which are as silent as the gloom 
that spreads in one great shadow of dark- 
ness above both hearts and homes.

Pile Driver, with Crew, Attempting 
To Make Repairs—Bridge Gives 
Way and Pile Driver and 
Men Thrown Intc the 
River. 


Union, 8S. C., June 8.—(Special.)—News 
reached here tonight of a terrible acci- 


dent at Broad river bridge, on the Sea-. 


poard Air Line railroad. During the flood 
of Saturday 700 yards of the trestle was 
washed away from the southern approach 
to the bridge, near Carlisle, Union coun- 
ty. This afternoon the railroad people 
sent a pile driver to begin the work of 
repairing the trestle. The approach from 
the north side seemed to be intact. The 
driver had to be brought across to begin 
the work of driving the piles on this side. 

The attempt was made. When the en- 
gine and driver had reached the middle 
of the bridge it gave way and the bridge, 
engine driver and crew of ten were pre- 
cipitated into the river. 

It is hard to learn at this time the ac- 
tual number of killed, as the railroad peo- 
ple do not seem to care to talk, but it is 
said they report the loss of three killed. 


DR. BURT HAS AN ACCIDENT. 


Horse Runs Away and the Doctor 
Thrown from Buggy. 

Macon, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)—While 
Dr. A. M. Burt was driving on Forsyth 
street this evening his horse ran away, 
throwing the doctor from his buggy and 
severely injuring him about the head. 
He was taken to his home and Drs. 
Ross, Little, Weaver and Barron were 
summoned. Dr. Burt had received an 
ugly scalp wound, and the skull was so 
badly bruised that it was necessary to 
trephane. 


Postal Lines Broken. 

Washington, June 8.—The postoffice de- 
partment today received dispatches stat- 
ing that the railway postal lines between 
Greenville and Columbia, 8S. C., and be- 
tween Greenville and Charleston were 
broken again today by the high water. 

The service is also broken between 
Hamlet, N. C., and Atlanta, Ga. There 
is no postal communication between Mon- 
roe and Clinton today. The floods have 
caused numerous serious delays to traffic 
in the south. Representative Johnson, of 
the Spartanburg, 8S. C., district, was at 
the postoffice department and told Second 
Assistant Postmaster General Shallengber 
that 10,000 people in his section of the state 
had been thrgwn out of employment by 
the washing away of factories and mills. 
He says that he succeeded in getting 
out of Spartanburg by walking and rid- 
ing a mule for s¢yeral miles to a. point 
where the trains could run. ee

Situation in Upper South Caro- 
lina Not Improved, 


Last Link Between Columbia and the 
Northern Part of the State Sev- 
ered—Losses to the Roads 
Reach Quite a Large 
Sum. 


Columbia, 8S. C., June 8.—The railroads 
through upper South Carolina are abso- 
lutely helpless so far as through traffic 
is concerned. The last link between Co- 
lumbia and the northern part of the state 
was severed last night when the Colum- 
bia, Newberry and Laurens trestle, near 
Columbia, broke. 

The Southern, the Coast Line and the 
Seaboard had all been using this trestle 
since the flood inundated the other tracks 
Sunday. It is a stretch of a thousand 
feet across Broad river and the river 
bed and midway the supports. rested 
upon an island, which was washed away 
by the flood. Trains can now come on the 
Columbia, Newberry and Laurens as far 
as Irmo, 10 miles above Columbia, and 
some eager travelers went to Irmo today 
over muddy, rough roads to take the 
only train for the yp country. The South- 
ern’s tracks 10 miles above this city have 
been under water and at two places are 
washed away for a mile or so. Neither 
the Southern nor Coast Line will likely 
get a train through to Greenville from 
here before Wednesday evening. 

This condition has forced al) traffic be- 
tween Atlanta and Charlotte to be sent 
by Augusta, through Columbia to Char- 
lotte, owing to the breaks between Green- 
vile and Charlotte .on the Southern’s 
main line. In consequence the line from 
Columbia to Charlotte is overcrowded, 
carrying the business of two other 
branches besides its own. 

The Seaboard today abandoned its Ham- 
let and Atlarita branch. A trestle down 
at Carlisle sent trains yesterday from 
Chester to Columbia over the Southern’s 
tracks and thence to Clinton over the 
Columbia, Newberry and Laurens, but the 
latter’s trestle breaking here has ciosed 
this route to the Seaboard also. Officiais 
say the bridge at Carlisle will be pas- 
sable tomorrow. 

Spartanburg is completely isolated. 
Every road out of that town is cut off 
somewhere. 

The railroads in this state have Iost 
heavily in business and property by the 
floods.

HS BODY WAS RIDOLED 


Peavy, the Negro Dicmet, Yester- 
day Afternoon Killed Cope Wins- 
low, a Promifent Young 
Man—Capture.of Negro 
and the Lymching. 

Fort Valley, Ga., Tene &.—(Special.)— 
©ne of the most tragic and deeply lament- 
| ed deaths which has oc€u¥rred in this com- 
| munity for years was that of W. Cope 
Winslow, who was sitet and almost in- 
gtantly killed this afternoon about 2 
o'clock by a negro m@n named Banjo 

Peavy. ; 7 

The shooting occurred not far from 
| the farm owned by thé deceased’s moth- 
er, about 2 1-2 miles from thig place. 

No one was present at the time of 
the shooting save one or two, other negro 
men, and one of these brought the re- 
port to town. From the best informa- 
tion obtainable. the negro owed Mr. 
Winslow a small amount of money and 
he was endéavoring to get him to work 


| very impudent and the shooting resulted 
from this dispute. 

The negro who brought the renew to 
town said that Mr. Winslow also had @ 
pistol and shot at Peavy twice as he 
was running away. The negro’ shot at 
‘Mr. Winslow only once, the ball striking 


him in the forehead fust between the 


eyes, and before his neighbors could meve 
himt into the house he was dead.

The negro sucbeeded “making his es- 

cape, temporarily, going toward Everett 

station. -As soon ag the report of the

shooting and escape of the negro was 


vailed and a large number of men @a@rm- 
éd themselves and went in search of the 
negro. Most of the party were on horse- 


selves into parties of two and began a 
systematic and rapid search of the ter- 
ritory in the direction the negro had 
gone. After they had been out about 
three hours the negro was located ina 
patch of dense woods and soon captured. 
He was brought to town and turned over 
to Sheriff Cooper, who had come up 
through the country from Perry as soon 
‘as he was notified of the killing. 
Swung Him from a Limb. 

So great was the indignation of the 
people, however, that about 8:30 o’clock 
a large crowd of armed citizens gathered 
around the officers, deputized specially to 
guard the prisoner, Overpowered them 
and took him in charge. They marched 
out toward the Marshallville road, swung 
him up to a tree in Braham’s grove and 


| practically riddled his body with bullets. 


Probably 300 shots were fired, and, it 
being in the corporate limits of the 
town, created great consternation and ex- 
citement among the men, as well as 
uneasiness and fear among the women. 
The lyftching was deeply deplored by 
the less excited and older heads.” 

This was one of the most dastardly 
crimes cver committed in this communi- 
ty. The negt was a desperate charac- 


’ter and had got into several difficulties 


during the past few years. 

Mr. Winslow was a young man about 
twenty-seven years old and was the main 
dependence of his widowed mother and 
three single sisters. He was the only 
son of the Jate W. C. Winslow, who was 
one of the most prominent attorneys in 
this section of the state. His son had 
developed into a successful business man 
and had won the respect and esteem of 
this entire community, not only by his 
big heartedriess, but by his constant at- 
tention and devotion to his widowed 
mother and sisters, who had learned to 
depend upon him entirely. 


BORE THE FLAG AT HALF MAST. 


Demonetration of Miners in Tennes- 
see Yesterday. 

Knoxville, Tenn., June _  8.-—-Twenty- 
seven miners, members of the United 
(‘Mine Workers of America, marched from 
the depot to the jail at Clinton, Tenn., 
today with a miner at their head bearing 
an American flag at haif-mast. Thirty- 
one miners had been arrested on the 
charge of having violated an injunction 
granted by Judge H. G. Kyle !m con- 
nection with efforts made to resume work 
at the mines of the Tennessee Coai Com- 
pany at Briceville. Tenn. Officials of 
the United Mine Workers advised the 
men against giving bond except in four 
cases, and the twenty-seven went to 
jail. In charge of deputy sheriffs they 
were brought from Coal Creek to Clin- 
ton, the county seat, and after alighting 
from the train formed a procession and 
marched to jail with the flag at their 
head.

Certificate of Analysis.—On the 28th 
day of May last I received from Drs. D. 
P. Mam and J. D. Mauldin a glass fruit 
jar containing a stomach, also an empty 
glass piteher and goblet. I have com- 
pleted a very careful analysis of the 
stomach and its contents and succeeded 
in separating therefrom a minute particle 
of strychnine, a quantity insufficient to 
produce death, but ample for the purpose 
of idefitification as strychnine. Frum 
the inside of the pitcher and goblet I re- 
moved ith care the 4 buttermilk 
still adhéring to the sides. and bottoms 
of those vessels. This. dried material I 
put through the usual processes of 
analysis for the separation and purifica- 
tion of the strychnine. I succeeded in 
separating from the dried milk 14.6 milli- 
grams, or about one-fourth @ grain 
of strychnine. In order to form a rough 
idea of the quantity of strychnine orig- 
inally put in the milk, I measured. the 
capacity of the pitcher up to a point 
where it was comfortably full, then filled 
it with buttermflk up to that point; then 


filled the goblet from the pitcher; then 
emptied them both and removed and es- 
timated the quantity of buttermilk ads 
hering to the sidés of the vessels, and 
from these data calculated that if the 
pitcher were originally filled te the point 
which I took as being comfortably full, 
and if the strychnine were thoroughly 
mixed and stirred in with the milk, then 
58. grains, or about one-eighth (1-8) of an 
ounce of strychnine, was put into the 
pitcher of milk. Surmising that no one 
would take more than one swallow vf 
such an intensely bitter liquid as this 
must have been, I measured the volume 
of one of my own swallows and com- 
puted that had the deceased taken one 
swallow, he would have received about .4 
of a grain of strychnine, or sufficient to 
produce death, 

These conclusions are, of course, based 
on assumptions, which may or may not 
be correct, and I simply offer them for 
what they may be worth. Respectfully 
submitted, .

MRS. CARLYLE 
UNHAPPY WIFE 


She Longed for Children in 
Vain--Froude’s. Treatment 
of Carlyle Defended. 


London, June 8.—The controversy which 
the recent publication of the letters of 
Mrs. Carlyle, the wife of Tohmas Car- 
lyle, aroused concerning their marital re- 
lations has induced the literary execu- 
tors of the historian, Froude, to pwb- 
lish a pamphlet found among Froude’s 
papers after his death as a justification 
of Froude’s treatment of Carlyle in his 
biography. 

In this pamphlet Froude, after stating 
that Carlyle left an injunction that the 
record of the whole truth In the matter 
should never be destroyed, gives a con- 
fidential communication from Miss Jews- 
bury, Mrs. Carlyle’s most intinrate friend, 
from which the following extracts are 
taken: 

“Carlyle was one of those persons who 
ought never to have been married. 

“Mrs. Carlyle longed for children and 
children were denied to her. This had 
been at the byttom of their quarrels and 
unhappiness. 

“Mrs. Carlyle never forgave the in- 
jury, and~ often resolved. to leave Car- 
lyle, who always admitted that she was 
at Ifberty to go if she pleased.” 

It is elsewhere stated that the morn- 
ing after his wedding day Carlyle tore 
in pieces the flower garden at Comely 
Bank in a fit of ungovernable fury. 

The publication of the pamphlet is con- 
demned as ill-advised, indiscreet and cer- 
tain to provoke a storm.

murder. . 

The warrant was turned over to Sheriff 
M. ©. Gilmer. of Hall county, at 6 o'clock 
this afternoon and the officer immedi- 
ately left for the home of l. Frank 
Duncan, father of the young woman, - 
where she is staying, to make the af- 
bring her back to Gainesville 
to be incarcerated in the Hall county 
jail.

Poison in the Buttermilk. 

The ease Is one ef the most sensation- 
al ever occurring in this county and hag 
aroused great interest. Saturday, May. 
2%, Tanner sat down to his noonday meal, 
apparently in the best of health and in 
the enjoyment of a contented home, with 
his bride of two months. She had 4i- 
ready partaken of her meal when he 
arrived, but, like the happy wife sale. 
was supposed to be, she sat down by 
her husband and talked pleasantly te 
him. The meal had only proceeded @ 
short time when Tanner turned to his 
wife and remarked that there must te 
something the matter with the buttér- 
milk, at the same time asking her te 
taste it, which she did. She spit out 
what she drank without swallowing any, 
and Tanner povred the remainder in @ 
siop tub, which was afterwards given 
some hogs, which, after drinking of the 
milk, also died. 


Death of John Tanner. 

In a few moments Tanner was deathly 
sick and, screaming to his wife that he 
was poisoned* Tanner ran to the home, of 
his uncle, Henry Tanner, a short dis- 
tanee away, crying to him that he was 
deathly sick. Wiley’s uncle ran toward 
him and caught him in his arms as he 
was about to sink to the earth. 

To his uncle John Tanner repeated what 
he had said to his wife—that he had been 
poisoned. All was done for him that his 
people knew what to do, but in fogty- 
five minutes life was extinct, his body 
assuming a rigidity that usually attends 
the administration of strychnine or sim- 
flar poisons. The young man's death 
being so peculiar, John Tanner, his father, 
had Coroner Dorsey to hold an inquest 
over the body the Sunday following. 

During the investigations, it was de 
cided to have an analysis of the young 
man’s stomach made. Accordingly the in- 
quest was suspended until a body. of phy- 
sicians made the test which was done 
Monday, May 25, by Dr. E. P. Ham. Dr. 
K. A. Smith and Dr. T. C. Gower, of 
Gainesville; Dr. Cooper, of Hoshton, and 
Dr. Kennedy, of Bellmont. 

The test made by these physjctans did 
not disclose any poison in Tanner's stom- 
ach, and the physicians made known their 
investigations to the coroner’s jury at the 
investigation on Tuesday foljowing the 
young man’s death. 

The coroner's jury falling to ascertain 
the cause of young Tanner’s death, John 
Tanner decided to have an analysis made 
by the state chemist of his son's stom- 
ach.

SCORES OF PERSONS 
ARE REPORTED DROWNED 


Little Chance, However, To Verify 
the Kumors—The Damage to 
Propesty Reaches Into the 
Millions—Climax of 
Flood Reached. 


St. Louls, June 9.—The crest of the flood 
has been reached and the Mississippi 
river is falling. At 1:30 o'clock this 
(Tuesday) morning the gauge registered 
indicating a fall of 1-4 a foot 
since 7 o’clock last evening. 
Reports from along the Missouri river 
indicate that it is falling rapidly. The 
high water mark of the great flood of 
1903, as established at St. Louis, is 37.6 
feet. 
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St. Louis, June 8.—So great an extent 
of territory is covered by the flood, so 
constantly changing are the conditions 
as the water creeps ‘higher and renders 
the situation the more chaotic, as the 
rumors of devastation come to hand, 
that an accurate estimate of the loss of 
property and lives cannot be obtained, 
but tonight information from apparently 
the most reliable sources showed the sit- 
uation to be as follows: 

River stage 37.5 feet, stationary. Prob- 
ably a slight rise by morning, when the 
highest stage shal] have been reached. 

Twenty lives known to have been lost. 

Over 200,000 acres of rich farming lands 
under water. 

All of Venice and the greater. parts of 
Madison and Granite City under water. 

Twenty-five thousand ‘people rendered 
homeless. 

Freight traffic completely paralyzed 
and passenger traffic practically so. 

The shipping and manufacturing dis- 
trict of East St. Louis for 3 miles along 
the river front under from 2 to 8 feet of 
water.’ rere 

Hundreds‘ arid probably thousends of 
head of stock drowned. 

East St. Louis threatened with com- 
plete inundation, ;

Entire property loss estimated at $3,000,- 
000. 

Many Towns Under Water. 

The entire group of east side cities, 
lying just north of East St. Louis, and 
including Venice, Madison, West Madi- 
son, Newport, Brooklyn and Granite City, 
are under from 10 to 18 feet of water, 
which is stifl rising. Very little confirma- 
tory of the reports of drownings can be 
had, as these places are all cut off from 
railroad service, and telephone commu- 
nication is uncertain at best. The weather 
bureau promises relief after the river 
shall have risen to about 38 feet. 

So far as known the casuaities are as 
follows: 

John Crittenden, aged 10, drowned near 
the Merchants’ bridge in Venice. 

A woman and seven children swept 
from a fence by the flood in sight of 
the términal railway operator at Madi- 
son, who was attempting to save them. 

A woman drowned in Madison near the 
American car works. 

A woman and baby seen clinging to a 
telegraph pole in Madison. The pole 
turned in the water and both disap- 
peared. 

Manager Shipley, of the Madison car 
works, reports seeing seven employees 
of the American Car and Foundry Com- 
pany drowned. 

Henry Edmunds, a farmer, drowned 
near Granite City. -His wife was rescued.

‘To Meet in Special Session 


and Discuss the Flood, . 


Twenty Have. Replied Favorably to 
Telegrams Asking Them To Serve 
Without Pay While Relief 
Money Is Being Ap-. 
propriated., 


> 


Topeka, Kans., June 9.—It is regarded 
as practically certain thgt there will be 
a special session of the Kansas legislature 
within two weeks to appropriate money to 
relieve some of the damage caused by 
the flood of a week ago. Telegrams are 
being sent to all the members, asking 
them to serve without pay. Up to this 
time replies from twenty have been re- 
ceived who are favorable to the arrange- 
ment. It is understood that the governor 
is not favorable to a special session for 
the purpose of appropriating for the in- 
discriminate use of relieving the flood 
sufferers. If a special session is called, it 
will be for the purpose of appropriating 


‘to build bridges which have been wash- 


ed away by the- flood. 

Kansag City is, therefore, especially in- 
terested in the session because there were 
thirteen Kansas river bridges washed out 
in that city. Three bridges were washed 
out in Shawnee county, besides the ap- 
proaches to the Melan bridge and the 
street railway bridge. 

The governor is said to be opposed to 
calling a special session for the purpose 
of making, a general flovud relief ap- 
propriation for the reason that if it be- 
came known that such action had been 
taken it would effectually prevent any 
further contributions toward the relief of 
the sufferers. It has been suggested that 
one thing that would justify the calling 
of a session is ta supply seed fcr the 
farmers in the Kaw valley. 

These farmers, if they are given pota- 
toes immediately, can yaise gq good crop 
yet this season. Other kinds of seed are 
also needed. 

Mayor Bungundthal issued a proclama- 
tion today, asking the merchants to close 
their stores tomorrow, and that every 
able-bodied man should go to work for 
the day, cleaning the flooded district. 

Mud is a foot deép and it will require 
an enormous amount of work to get the 
streets clean. 

The recession of the flood waters of the 
Karisas and tributaries is giving the rail- 
roads the long-desired opportunity to 
take stock, ascertain ‘the damage done 
and resume operation of trains. 

The first line here to avail itself of 
the opportunity to break through the 
barriers to direct communication with the 
east was the Santa Fe. Even during the 
height of the fiood this line was enabled 
to operate trains to and from Topeka, 
connecting at Emporia and Quenemo 
with through overland trains between 
Chicago and Califoornia. None of the 
other lines was able to get in or out 


of Topeka. 

Tonight the Santa Fe got its St. Jo- 
Seph line open and for a few days will 
run its through California trains vig that 
city, using its own rails all the way. 
Beginning tomorrow morning it will com- 
mence making daily round trips between 
Topeka and Kansas City. 


FLOOD CAUSES 
BAD SCHEDULES 


Eastern Trains to and from 
Atlanta All Uncer- 
tain, 


The Southern expects to have its line 
to the north in working order by tonight 
or early tomorrow. A large force. of 
hands have been at work on the culverts 
and bridges that were destroyed in the 
flood of last week, and. while the un- 
dertaking is one to tax the capacity of 
even as great and well organized a sys- 
tem as the Southern, by exerting their 
energies to the utmost the greater part 
of the repairs had been completed yes- 
terday and the officiaig are confident that 
they can run trains entirely on their own 
tracks in a day or so. At present the 
Washington and New York trains for 
New Orleans are being aperated by way 
of Augusta, reaching that point over the 
Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta, and 
thig necessarily causes considerable delay. 

Train No. 39 of the Southern reached 
Atlanta at 11:3 o'clock last night via 
Augusta, being seven hours and 5 min- 
utes late. No. 37 came in shortly after- 
ward, late seven hours and thirty-five 
minutes. | 

The tresties that were washed away 
are among the largest on the line and, the 
replacing of the immense timbers is a 
task that cannot be done in a day. it 
was necessary to ship men and ma- 
chinery to the spot, as only trained hands 
can well be used in this work.

No picture.of the awful devastation at 
these mill sites has been. overdtawn. it 
bas been found practically impossible to 
convey in adequate terms to the minds of 
those who have not seen the whole truth 
of this awful catastrophe. The destruc- 
tion was the effect of tremendous pres- 
sure rather than a #@udden rush of 
waters. Had the whole volume of water 
swept down the Pacolet valley, as from 
the bursting of a gigantic dam, the loss of 
life must have been many times what It 
was, and yet the gradual but’ rapid rise, 
foot by foot, developed an irresistible 
pressure which carried everything be- 
fore it. 


Pacolet Site Now River Bed. 


Strangest, perhaps of all, the site where | 


once stood Pacolet milis Nos. 1 and 2 is 
now the river bed. The dam has aided in 
diverting the river from its course, turn- 
ing it directly across the place where 
stood these mills foundations and not a 
vestige of this great four-story structure 
or the extensive machinery it inclosed 
now appears to view. 

A few splintered timbers interwoven 
with bits of iron, once parts of looms and 
spindles, are all that mark the site of 
the million dollar structure. Clifton mill 
No. 3, brick and machinery, perhaps 
strew the river’s bed, while timbefs have 
floated downward toward the Sea. 

Two of the Southern’s’ iron bridges 
spanning streams near Spartanburg, 
swept from their fastenings and twisted 
and bent into shape almost unrecog- 
nizable, Hie 200 yards below the tracks, 
interwoven with trees and foliage brought 
from above, as if the growth of years had 
covered them. 

At Clifton a mile of street railway 
track that once ran beside the placid 
Pacolet has disappeared so completely 
from view as to seem to refute the theory 
of the indistructibility of matter. 

Every tree, shrub and bush has been 
wrenched from the valley slopes 
wherever the waters reached until they 
are as bare as a sandy beach. 

The foregoing facts present briefly the 
complete -destruction in the path of the 
powerful waters. A tornado would have 
left somewhere the wreckage of its 
work. Ashes, brick walls and mishapen 
machinery would have survived a fire. 
but the waters of the Pacolet have buried 
what they destroyed. 

President Twitchell Talks. 

President. Albert H. Twitchell, of the 
Clifton and Glendale mills, said today: : 

‘It ‘will. be impossible to even approx-' 
imate the entire loss at this time. I can- 
not say definitely as to the rebulldirig ‘of 
the mills. I may say, however, that Clif- 
ton mills Nos. .1 and 2, while frightfully 
damaged, will not require reb@ ding. Of 
course, mill No. 3, valued at $1,000,000, is 
a total loss. The company has a property 
valued at some $250,000 in homes for op- 
eratives, etc., and I hardly think this 
property will be left useless. I have just 
been making a tour of all the mills, and 
will report the result of my investigations 
at a meeting of the directors to be. held 
tomorrow. These directors are F. H. 
Pelzer and E. B. Frost, of Charleston; R. 
H: Foster, of Union, and W. 8. Manning, 
All are here and have been active in pro- 
viding for the suffering.” 

“I am very giad to say that there will 
be lots of work for those so suddenly 
thrown out of employment. We “have 
notified our foremen that the names of 
any who will not work be handed into 
the office, and they will immediately be 
asked to vacate their homes.

Captain Elledge lacked only a few days 
of being 3 years old. He was born in 
Laurens county, South Carolina, and was 
one of five brothers. The other; brothers 
shouldered their muskets for the confed- 
eracy, and he also would have gone but 
was deemed too young.

In 1896 he estabifshed the Mutual 
Cotton Oil Mill, a large cotton oil man- 
ufacturing plant, he and John T. Nor- 
man, his son in law, owning 78 per cent 
of the stock. Two or three years ago the 
plant was sold to the Southern Cotton 
Oil Company. 

Captain Elledge was an alderman four 
years; was a member of the school board 
a number of years; was past master of 
Mount Hermon lodge, No. 304, Free and 
Accepted Masons; was past thrice illus- 
trious master of Hope Council; was past 
high priest of Darley chapter, R. A. M.; 
was a member of Columbus lodge, No. 
67, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, and 
was a member of St. Luke Methodist 
Episcopal church. Few men in Columbus 
were more popular or respected, Besides 
his wife, he is survived by his step- 
daughter, Mrs. John T. Norman. He will 
be buried at 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing with Masonic and Odd Fellow hon- 
ors.

WILL BE PROBED 


General and Mrs. Tyner May 
Be Handled

Washington, June 8.—The federal grand 
Jury has found true bills against thg 
Groff brothers, in connection with the 
alleged offering of bribes to A. W. Ma- 
chen, former superintendent of free de- 
livery of the postoffice department. 

This action was taken, it is learned, 
On the same day that Mr. Machen was 
indicted. The delay in presenting the in- 
dietments has been due to the fact that 
they could not be prepared for presenta- 
tion, before today. 

The Groff brothers will be tried under 
section 5451 of the revised statutes, which 
makes it an offense to promise money 
to any government officer with a view 
to influencing his action or decision on 
any question or matter which may be 
pendipg befcre him. | 

By bringing in the indictments today 
the hearing before the Unite States com- 
missioner, whéch was set for tomorrow, 
will be abandoned. 

The grand jury will at once take up 
the case of James N. Tyner, formerly 
assistant attorney general for the post- 
office department, .who was dismissed 
from office as a result of the rifling of the 
Bafe in his office. Although the opening 
of the safe was not done by Mr. Tyner 
personally, it is said that he was con- 
nected with the act in such a way as to 
compel the laying of the case before the 
grani jury for jts action.

MISTRIAL IN ETHRIDGE CASE: 


Juror Became Ill and Big Damage 
Suit Has Been 
Postponed. 

The sudden and unexpected illness of 
a juror in the case of G. T. Etheridge 
against the Southern Railway Company, 
which has been on trial before. Judge 
Newman for some ‘days, resulted in the 
declaration of a mistrial last night. 

Etheridge, who ‘was a car repairer, 
claims to have been badly fmjured by 
being crushed between two cars while 
he was at work on August 21 last, and 
was suing for $10,000 damages. He was 
represented by Westmoreland Bros. and 
J. C. Clarke, and the railroad cOmpany 
by Dorsey, Brewster & Howell and San- 
ders McDaniel. 

The trial of the case was begun last 
Wednesday and has been in progress 
ever since. Yesterday afternoon the ar- 
guments were heard and the jury, hav- 
ing been charged by the court, retired 
to consider the case. After they had 
been out some time, however, it was 
reported to Judge Newman that one of 
the jurors was quite ill and the judge 
thereupon dismissed the jury and de- 
clared a mistrial. 

There will be no more cases heard this 
week in the United States district court, 
and Judge Newman has dismissed all ju- 
ries until next Monday.

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TAFT REPLIES 
TO GEN. MILES 


Governor Admits General Is 
Correct in Statement About 
Philippines. 


Washington, June 8.—The war depart- 
ment today made pwblic a report received 
from Governor Taft, replying to state- 
ments made by Lieptenant General Miles 
after his visit to the islands last year. 
The report is dated at Benguet April 8, 
and says: 

‘That there is a shortage is the islands 
of the usual food supply is undoubtedly 
true, but I have been surprised to find 
thus far how little real famine or hunger 
there has been. [I have not received a 
single call from a single provincial gov- 
ernor for rice for free distribution in 
the entire archipelago. The action of 
the commission in directing a procama- 
tion by the civil governor oalling upon 
the people everywhere’ to plant corn, 
camotes, or sweet. potatoes, rice and 
other quickly growing food products, had 
a very wide influence in stirring up the 
people to. provide against the coming of 
famine. , 

"The most serious feature of the situ- 
ation is the loss,of the cattle . from 
thinderpest. It is necessary that ail cat- 
tle brought here shall be immunized by 
having a serum injected into their veins 
which will render .them immune. for 
three or four months, and at the same 
time by being inoculated ‘with the rhin- 
derpest virus, which renders them im- 
mune at least for five years and probably 
jonger. We have made a contract for 
the delivery of ten thousand carabo in 
the islands, with the permanent immuni- 
gation. These are to be brought from 
the Yang-tse valley in China. 

“I am unable to see that the govern- 
ment transports could be madg useful to 
us ejther in the transportation of rice 
or the transportation of cattle. We can 
charter steamers ‘adapted to our pur- 
poses at perhaps one-fourth or one-fifth 
of the cost of operating the transports 
as proposed by the lieutenant general 
of the army. We have some twelve or 
fourteen coast guard vessels which can 
transport rice quickly to any part of 
the archipelago, and we can purchase 
rice in the Orient at a much cheaper 
price than we can bring corn Or wheat 
from the United States. The rice which 
we can thus bring. to save the people 
from starvation is the food which they 
are used to eating; whereas, they would 
have to be taught to eat wheat. It is 
exceedingly important that we shal] not 
pauperize the people of these islands by 
unnecessary graftuitous distribution of 
rice. 

“I think, generally, the statement of 
facts in the report of the lieutenant gen- 
eral is correct. so far at least as the 
dreadful depression in agriciilture, by 
reason of the loss of the cattle, is con- 
cerned. The remedy which he suggests 
by the use of the government trans- 
ports, however, I do not concur in. The 
danger from famine has not been as 
great as I supposed it was, and as the 
lieutenant general was justified in sup- 
posing it was from the reports he heard. 
In any event, with the funds provided 
by congress now, I feel confident that 
the Philippine government is in a posi- 
tion to meet any emergency of this kind 
which may arise.”’

Roosevelt Expects To Make the Ap- 
pointment Shortly—Senator Clay 
and Representative Adam- 
son Call on the 
President. 


Washington, June §8.—(Special.)—Geor- 
gia republicans are waiting impatiently 
for President Roosevelt to settle the con- 
.est now pending over the Bainbridge 
postmastership. It is understood that he 
has concluded to appoint George L. 
Livermore, who is supported by the ad- 
ministration republicans, and his appoint- 
ment is expected to be announced before 
the president goes to Oyster Bay. The 
yacancy. caused by the removal of Post- 
master O’Donnell for shortage in his ac- 
counts brought into the race a number 
of applicants, as the office pays something 
over $2,000 per annum. Referee Johnson, 
Judson Lyons and the other republican 
leaders in the state finally concentrated 
their efforts upon Livermore and he is 
slated for the place. In behalf of O’Don- 
nell it is said that the shortage in his ac- 
counts was not due to any dishonesty on 
his part, but it was shown that some of 
his subordinates violated the confidence 
he reposed in them, which resulted in a 
shortage in his accounts, The same was 
made good to the government, but his re- 
moval was necessary. 

Clay and Adamson. 

Senator Clay is expected here tomorrow 
to meet Representative Adamson for the 
purpose of consulting the president rela- 
tive to a number of subjects in which 
Georgians are interested. Representa- 
tive Adamson called upon the president 
this morning and arranged for tomor- 
Trow's conference. He was accompanied 
by 8. O. Smith, wife and daughter, of 
Senoia. Mr. Smith was for many years 
a resident of Savannah. He is on his 
way to Saratoga to derive some benefit 
from the famous springs there. The 
presidept received his Georgia visitors 
with great cordiality and although there 
were many senators, representatives and 
other business callers waiting in the ante 
room, the president found time to claim 
a distant relationship with Georgia and 
exipress his deep interest in all that per- 
tains to that state. He expressed sincere 
Sympathy for the Gainesville sufferers 
and said he heartily approved of the steps 
taken by the secretary of the war to ren- 
der relief to the sufferers. This subject 
may receive further consideration at the 
conference to be held with Senator Clay 
and Representative Adamson tomorrow.

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COAL PRICES 
GOING HIGHER 


Operators Frankly Admit 
They Intend To Have 
More Money. 


New York, June 8.—The interstate com- 
merce commission returned to New York 
today to continue the investigation into 
the complaint of W. R. Hearst that the 
coal carrying railroads have violated and 
are vivlating the anti-pooling section of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. The com- 
mission declined to continue the hearing 
until the United States circuit court had 
passed on the right of the coal road pro- 
prietors to refuse to answer questions as 
to contracts between the coal com- 
panies and the railroads. 

Robert M. Olyphant, former president of 
the Delaware and Hudson, one of the re- 
spondent raiiroads, says he corroborates 
the statements of the other coal men whv 
have testified that the price of coal to 
the public is to be raised 10 cents a ton 
per month until a maximum increase ou. 
290 cents a ton is reached. He was not 
prepared to say that the increased cost 
of production would not exceed 30 cents. 
In fixing the increase the company says 
it takes everything into consideration. 
Mr. Olyphant said.he doubted if his com- 
pany made any mgney when coal was sell- 
ing in New York.at $4 or less. For the 
past ten years the profits of the company 
have been about 7 per cent. His com- 
pany increased ‘the ‘price, he said, | be- 
cause exigenci¢s of the trade justified the 
demand. It was out of deference to the 
needs of the public, the witness said, that 
the price of coal was kept at $5 just after 
the strike, when the independent opera- 
tors were getting $8 to $16. 

Adolph Smott, consul for the Erie 
System, protested. that the commission 
has no jurisdiction in any matter that 
concerns the price of coal. The commis- 
sion decided it could consider the prices 
realized for a product to arrive at the 
reasonableness or unreasonableness of the 
freight rates. 

Judge Campbell, the legal representative 
of the Reading system, declared his clients 
ready to concede that the price of coal 
is about $5 a ton, and that the price will 
increase untii $6.50 is reached.

STRANGE COINCIDENCE 


OF TWO FIRES AT ONCE 


IREMEN have some very remark- 
fe able experiences while fighting the 

flames and many stories have been 
told of strange incidents that have hap- 
pened to the brave men who risk their 
lives to save life and property, but it 
is not generally “known that since the 
telephone has been introduced with the 
telegraph system to send in fire alarms 
firemen have many good stories and some 
very excellent jokes to relate about what 
they meet with while waging war on 
the fiery element. 

There has perhaps never been a more 
remarkable incident in fire annals than 
that which occurred in Atlanta Sunday 
night, or wrather Monday morning at 
1:30 o’clock. At that hour “Billy’’ Har- 
rison, of hook and ladder company No, 
1, who was on watch duty, heard both 
the Bell and Standard telephones ring 
at the same moment. This was a re- 
markaible coincident of itself, and Billy, 
as he sprang to his feet with that light- 
ninglike agility of a fireman when fire is 
scented, thought that both telephones had 
been used at the same moniént by differ- 
ent persons to give an alarm of thé samé 
fire. To save time he seized both tele- 


phones at once and placing one to each 
ear he called out: 

“Hello, what's the matter?’ 

He was startled to hear a woman in 
the Standard ‘phone say excitedly: 

“There is a fire at the corner of Hous- 
ton street and Piedmont avenue.” 

Through the other ‘phone came 
man's voic which said: , 

“There is a fire at the corner of Hood 
and Windsor streets.’’ 

For a few moments the fireman be- 
lieved himself asleep and dreaming. He 
gave himself a shake and had the calls 
repeated and then turned in two alarms, 
some companies going to the corner of 
Hood and ‘Windsor and others to the 
corner of Houston and Piedmont. 

There were two fires! 

A little later two alarms were sent 
in from boxes. At the corner of Hous- 
ton and Piedmont Aaron Smullyan’s 
bakery was in @ blaze, but the flames 
were extinguished before much damage 
was done. The other fire, which was in 
W. R. Fuller’s grocery store, had gained 
more headway and the building and 
stock were destroyed. 

Chief Joyner was telling yesterday the 
story of the remarkable coincidence, and 
he said that in all his experience, and 
he believed in all the experience of every 
other fife. department in the ‘country, 
there had never been such an incidentt.,

The seventeenth annual report of 
the treasurer was read by Louis Mafann 
and showed the financial condition of the 
synod to be in a satisfactory condition. 


Having been notified by the United 
States consuls at the Venezuelan ports 
recently closed by President Castro of that 
action, the state department has given in- 
structions that this decree is to be disre- 
garded where it interferes with American 
commerce, except in places where the 
government has been actually in posses- 
sion of the port sought to be closed. 


Mr. Conger’s protest against Count 
Cassini’s published interview concerning 
the Russia occupation of Manchuria has 
reached the state department. 


At Detroit the boiler makers and 
boiler makers’ helpers of the city went 
on strike to enforce a demand for recog- 
nition of the union and an increase in 
wages. Over 700 men are out. 


At Pittsburg four thousand men were 
thrown out of employment, and by the 
end of the week it is expected that 25,000 
more will be idle, as the result of the 
action of the builders’ league in ordertng 
a general suspension of all building work 
until an adjustment of the differences 
between the stone masons and brick- 
layers has been reached, 


At Baltimore, on the requist of the 
creditors and upon its own admission of 
insolvency, receivers have been appoint- 
ed for the City Trust and Banking Com- 
pany. President Wheatley states that the 
suspension was made necessary by the 
withdrawal of deposits recently and the 
failure of the bank to realize upon securi- 
ties. He says he believes depositors will 
be paid in full. 


At Chicago, in a crowded New York 
Central picnic train at Twelfth street 
station, two young men accused of the 
murder of J. Forbes were arrested 
after a flerce struggle with officers, which 
caused a panic among the occupants of 
the coaches. William Dang-Tong and 
Harry Martini, each 19 years old, were 
the men arrested. 


John D. Jackson, American minister to 
Greece, Roumania and Servia, has also 
been designated American diplomatic 
agent to Bulgaria. He replaces in that 

city Consul General Dickinson, of 
Constantinople, and the change is made 
as an outcome of the case of Miss Stone. 
when the Bulgarian government declined 
to receive a diplomatic agent who was 
also minister to Turkey. 


Sanford Newell, at present American 
minister to the Netherlands, has been 
made minister to Luxembourg. This is a 
new post, as Luxembourg, asserting its 
independence of these other German 
states diplomatically, the American am- 
bassador at Berlin finds it outside of his 
jurisdiction. 


A capable message has been received at 
the state department today saying that 
John C. Ingersoll, United States consu! 
at Cartagena, Colombia, died at Colon 
Saturday. Mr. Ingersoll was a native of 
lllinois and a nephew of the late Robert 
G. Ingersoll. 


At St Paul, Minn., Judge George B. 
Young today ‘continued his argument on 
behalf of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany in the suit of the state against that 
corporation, which is being heard by 
Judge, Lochran. The point which he em- 
phasizes the most was that inasmuch as 
the so-called Hill-Morgan coterie did not 
own a majority of the stock of the 
Northern Securities, it could not be said 
to possess control of that company.

|} Stirring Messages Are Read from 
Herzl and WNordau Urging « 
Movement of the Jews To 
Secure Palestine for a 
Home. 


Pittsburg, Jume 8.—The consideration 
of the amended constitution of the Fed- 
eration of American Zionists occupied 
nearly all of today’s first session. To- 
day .greetings from Jews of the world 
were received and read at the conven- 
tion. This telegram from Vienna was 
sent by Dr. Herzl: 

“To the Zionist Convention, Pittsburg, 
Pa.—The situation of our Russian breth- 
ren is very serious and calls for our 
most earnest attention. A great emigra- 
tion movement from Russia is to be ex- 
pected. We shall bring to the Basle con- 
gress a programme which we believe will 
help our people. With Zion's greetings. 

“HERZL.” 

From Biarritz camp these words came 
from Dr. Max Nordau: 

“I trust you will continue to develop 
into a power to the honor of American 
Jewry and to the benefit of the Jewish 
people, whose position in the world is 
more appalling than it has been at any 
moment in the last century. The name 
of Kishinef written with letters of blood 
and fire in the old and ever new mar- 
tyns of the children of Israel is suffi- 
cient in itself to bear out this statement. 
It shows that for our people there is no 
such thing as progress. For us history 
has not moved omward by one step for 
the last eight hundred years., We are 
still in the fearful period of crusades, 
when the pious warriors of the cross 
trained themselves to their heroic work 
by the wholesale slaughter of Jews and 
the looting of defenseless ghettos. It 
shows also that Zionism is the only way 
to lead our miserable brethren in Russia 
and elsewhere out of their present hell. 
I would despair of Judaism, and of hu- 
manity as well if the free and happy 
Jews of America were to turn a deaf 
ear to the bloodcurdling tale of Kishinef. 

“Israel sends the following message: 
Greetings to the Pittsburg convention. 
The Kishinef massacre has brought home 
to the blindest the need of a publicly 
and legally safeguarded home for our un- 
happy race. When you come to consid- 
er where this centralized home should 
be you will find no place as practicable 
as Palestine or et least for a start, its 
neighborhood. 

‘May the strenuous town of fire and 
steel in which you meet inspire you to 
build a great bridge over which Israel 
shall pass to his ancient home and his 
glorious future.’’

later denied this before the coroner's 
jury, Tanner claims that he can substan- 
tiate, by competent witnesses, that she did 
make the confession, and he now pro- 
poses to make a vigorous prosecution of 
the case. 

Mrs..Onie Tanner is a daughter of I. 
Frank ‘Duncan, one of Hall county's most 
wealthy planters, while Tanner is a well- 
to-do farmer, and both families stand 
high in the estimation of the people. 

The arrest and incarceration of Mrs. 
Tanner will cause a sensation unequaled 
in the history of similar affairs in this 
Section of the state. Dr. K. A. Smith, 
one of the physicians whq made the first 
test of Tanner’s stomach, in discussing 
the findings of the state chemist stated 
this afternoon that it was possible for 
the poison to become gbsorbed in the 
lining membrane of the stomach and not 
be detected in the contents of the stom- 
ach. 


Stomach Contained Strychnine. 

The stomach of Wylie F. Tanner, whose 
sudden death in Hall county created a 
sensation, contained strychnine. 

State Chemist McCandless has complet- 
ed his analysis, and so declares. 

There can be no doubt, aecording to his 
finding, of the presence of the deadly 
drug in the man‘s stomach. The state 
chemist has also made a highly interest- 
ing estimate of the probable quantity con- 
tained in the one swallow of poisoned but- 
termilk which found its way into the 
man’s stomach, which indicates that it 
was enough to produde death. 

Tanner’s Sensational Death. 

Wylie Tanner was a well-known young 
man living in Hall county, a farmer and 
the son of a prominent farmer. He had 
been married but a few weeks, his wife 
being Miss Onie Duncan, daughter of 


‘Frank Duncan, a prominent man in the 


community. 

On Saturday, May 23, Tanner dicd sud- 
denly, after drinking some buttermilk. He 
had taken one swallow of the fluid when 
he noticed that it was extremely bitter. 
and, remarking upon the fact, asked his 
wife to taste it. She did so, but did not 
swallow any. 

Tanner died in a few hours in great 
agony. Subsequently some of the butter- 
milk was given a hog, and death ensued 
Tanner's father charged that his son had 
been poisoned. The young wife was 
placed under arrest, but was released 
after the sitting of the coroner’s jury. 

Drs. Ham, of Gainesville, and Mauldin, 
of Flowery Branch, who performed an 
autopsy upon the body of the dead man, 
sent the stomach, with its contents, to 
State Chemist McCandless for analysis. 
With this were sent the pitcher which 
had contained the buttermilk and the 
glass from which Tanner drank. A resi- 
due remained in both these vessels.

The farmers of the south have pre- 
sented to them by the disasters of the 
western floods an opportunity that 
should by no means be neglected. 

Four of the largest wheat and corn 
Producing states of the west have 
been damaged in their crop prospects 
for the present year by ore-half. or 
more and it is plainly to be seen that 
there must be a shortage of foodstuffs 
in consequence. Sheep, cattle and 
horsés have been destroyed in large 
numbers and the effect mus‘ be to re- 
duce labor and other productive re- 
turns from the farms. Prices of food 
and their related interests in the 
beef, pork and mutton markets are 
sure to be much higher in the future 
than in the past season. Corn is more 
likely to sell for over than under a 
dollar per bushel.

The correspondent seeks to correct 
some criticisms by the editor of The 
Journal of the humiliation put upon 
Mr. Davis by the shackling of him 
under the command ~f now Lieuten- 
ant General Nelson A. Miles. 

This X, which stands fo~ some un- 
known quantity, assumes to know inti- 
mately the circumstances of the load- 
ing of Mr. Davis with chains. In the 
first place, he presents the plea that 
Mr. Davis “was not held only or chief- 
ly as the head of the rebel govern- 
ment, or aS a state prisoner.” In 
proof he cites the proclamation of 
President Andrew Johnson, May 2, 
1865, stating that “evidence in the bu- 
reau of military justice” makes it ap- 
pear that Jefferson Davis “incited, 
concerted and procured” the assas- 
sination of Lincoln and the attempt 
on the life of Secretary Seward! The 
reward of $100,000 for the arrest of 
Mr. Davis on that charge was paid to 
his captors. Therefore, it is argued, 
that he was held as a common pris- 
oner, like Guiteau or Czolgosz, and the 
shackling was done to prevent this 
dangerous murderer from escaping 
from his moated and bastioned prison! 
This new witness also reveals the 
wonderful fact that at the time “there 
were employed at Fort Monroe car- 


the rebel army who were known to be 
willing to aid in the escape” of Mr. 
Davis! And yet it never occurred to 
General Miles that the easier, more 
humane and safest way in that event 
was to d:scharge the “carpenters and 
others” and not subject a weakened, 
chivalrous and tractable gentleman to 
the brutal ignominy of being shackled 
in his cell by a barracks blacksmith. 

It is a historic incident now and a 
calmer and more capable generation 
will pass upon the cruelty and place 
upon it the brand it will wear before 
all honorable. men and soldiers to the 
end of time. |

Bribery. in Rhode Island. 

One of the most active industries in 
the plantation of Rhode Island is the 
bribery of voters. Even so reputable 
and generally moral newspaper as The 
Providence Journal suavely admits 
the fact and justifies it on the ground 
that the ruralites and the workingmen 
are bribed to vote for policies that 
make for the prosperity of the com- 
monwealth! 

Rhode Island is a manufacturing 
state and depends mostly for its pros- 
perities on the governmentally provid- 
ed bonus that comes to its industries 
through the protective tariff. Most of 
the eastern states are in the same 
category and are doubtless kept solid 
on the tariff issue by the same clever 
usage of bribing the avoracious voter 
to cast his ballot as the protected and 
wealthy manufacturers direct. 

Yet it is from such sources and from 
such newspapers as The Providence 
Journal that we of the south receive 
so much of suggestion that our meth- 
ods of maintaining Amglo-Saxon and 
honest governments in this section 
are crimes of the most despicable sort. 
The supreme court says our offense is 
a political one, if, indeed, it be an of- 
fense—and that point it has not yet 
passed upon—but the laws of all civ- 
ilized countries say that bribery is a 
criminal act—a felony! 

When old General Toombs was 
once asked about the so-called “shot- 
gun” way of carrying elections, he re 
plied: “Shotguns? Why, I can take 
a shot-sack. full of half dollars and 
buy every negro in my county to vote 
the democratic ticket! It is cheaper 
to buy ’em than it is to bury ’em at 
the expense of the county!” And yet, 
when Genera] Toombs came to write 
the suffrage section of our present con- 
stitution he made bribery of electors 
a felony. 

Perhaps, however, the Rhode Island- 
ers have found that the cheapest and 
easiest way to get their voters in line 
“for policies that benefit the common- 
wealth” is to convert the polls into 
shambles«and buy the Rhode Island 
freeman just in precisely the way that 
Addicks buys them in Delaware, and 
for which the Rhode Island purists 
and Puritans call him a political leper 
unworthy a seat in the United States 
senate. 

Still we cannot enderstand how The 
Providence Journal can bring itself 
to approve and applaud this shameless 
system of elections. 

A Great Postal Reform. 

During the incumbency of Hon. 
Charles Emory Smith as postmaster 
general he took up the chiefest issue 
of postal reform then pressing for at- 
tention, and that was the abuse by 
publishers of the second class mail 
matter privileges. 

A number of publishers and private 
enterprises in the United States have 
for years been enjoying the very low, 
unremunerative rates fixed for second- 
class matter, by publishing whole li- 
braries of books, old and new works, 
in serial numbers, or in issuing special 
publications in the interest of their 
own business, but in such forms as 
to bring them technically within the 
cheap mailing privileges. 

The postoffice department estimated 
that the amount thus lost to the gov- 
ernment and thereby gained as a profit 
to the beneficiaries ran into many 
millions of dollars every year. To cut 
off these publications from second-class 
rates would be a Jong, if not the last 
step, necessary to make the depart- 
ment self-sustaining. 

Mr. Smith and his assistants went 
after these parasitical plunderers like 
the Irishman went after the dog’s tail 
—by- chopping it off next to his ears. 
They suspended their privileges. But 
the case- were taken to court and in- 
junctions interposed to stop the re- 
forming officials. Now, however, the 
case has been adjudicated by the court 
of appeals in Washington and the po- 
sition of the department upheld in 
every detail. 

uhe result is that all publications 
not bona fide falling into the class of 
periodicals will be barred from the 
mails at the lowest rates and be made 
to pay the rate which will more near- 
ly compensate the government for 
their. carriage. It will be no longer 
possible for dime novels to get a rate 
of 1 cent per pound, while Bibles must 
pay 16 cents per pound. 

Mr. Smith is to be congratulated by 
the whole country for inagurating 
this great and profitable reform that 
has found the approval and sustention 
of the courts.

The 
ideal paragraph is a sudden psychologic 
inspirationm—the snap-shot impression of a 
Single look at a man, an event, or a 
concert of characters. It must be like 
the ipstantaneous figure that comes with 
a quick turn of the mental kaleidoscope. 
There is no “moving picture” in a para- 
graph. It is a lick at one object and a 
whirl of the pen to catch the next in 
reach, ie 

But what a chance there is in the para- 
graph column to roam every field of for- 
mer and present times. How every his- 
tory, every science and every fad and 
folly of the times that now are supply 
a handy armory from which to draw 
samples of wit, sense, nonsense, ridicule 
and satire! And the man who sits next 
the dynamo of that combination must be 
an alert journalistic electrician. 

The Constitution is fortunate in-having 
on its editosqil staff just such a man. The 
vogue of his work as it is copied in all 
the leading journals of American daily 
is the best testimony to his aptitude, 
equipment and artisanship in the para- 
graph making line. His work has pith 
and purpose, and in those attainments 
he excels any other paragrapher of my 
reading from day to day. 

The gentleman of whom'I speak is‘ Mr. 
Rezin W. McAdam, who has been At- 
tached to The Constitution staff for 
nearly two years. It was he who succeed- 
ed Mr. Loyless as The Constitution's edi- 
torial paragrapher. 

Mr. McAdam is about thirty-four years 
of age. He began cub-reporting for 
small papers about fifteen years ago, and 
since then has packed into his experience 
and knowledge many of the most ad- 
venturous and fascinating efforts of a 
journalist’s career. He is of large framé, 
dignified demeanor and calculated to im- 
press one with the idea that he ig no 
trifler at his trade.

Probably no man 
has made a closer study of the history 
of the adoption of these amendments than } 
has Congressman Hardwick. It will be 
recalled that his strong advocacy of re- 
peal figured prominently in his candidacy 
for congress. The discussion at that time 
was confined largely to the tenth dis- 
trict, but since then. there has been a 
more general consideration of the issues 
involved in the amendments and, in con- 
sequence, there have come important ad- 
missions and-important utteranees from 


high sources in the north—admissions and 


utterances which show unquestioned sym- 
pathy with southern efforts to eliminate 
the ignorant and illiterate from the lists 
of voters. 

Some days ago I asked Mr. Hardwick 
to give me his views on the possibility of 
the repeal of these obnoxious amend- 
ments. He has done this in a paper re- 
plete with interesting historical facts. He 
recalls the fact that the status of the 
fourteenth amendment—containing the 
section which provides for the reduction 
in the congressional and electoral. repre- 


sentation of such states as might with | 


hold the franchise of any of its male 
citizens 21 years of age, except for crime-— 
was so uncertain after it had been sub- 
mitted to the state legislatures for ratifi- 
cation that its ratification was not pru- 
claimed, by the secretary of state until 
after the thirty-ninth congress found it 
necessary to inform fliat official that the 
amendment had been ratified and had or- 
dered him to promulgate it. 


With regard to the fifteenth amend- 
ment—which declares that the right of 
citizens to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged because of race, color or previ- 
ous conditions of servitude—Mr, Hardwick 
tells this interesting story: 

‘It was proposed to the legislatures of 
the several states by the fortieth congress 
on February 27, 1867, and its adoption 
was accomplished by some of the basest 
party and individuai treachery that ever 
disgraced the political history of any 


country. 

“So great was the storm of opposition 
to the amendment when proposed in 1867 
that the republican party found it nec- 
sary, in its platform of 1868, while up- 
holding congress in its reconstruction pol- 
icles and acts, so far as the same affected 
the south alone, to declare that ‘the ques- 
tion of suffrage, in all the loyal states 
properly belongs to the people of those 
states,’ and yet, the ‘grand old party’ had 
hardly emerged triumphant from the dan- 
gers and perils of the election of 1868, be- 
fore it hastened to violate its solemn ante- 
election pledge,- and to fasten upon the 
people it had successfully. deceived, the 
fifteenth amendment, upon the ground, 
openly expressed by its leaders | in the 
senate, that the adoption of such an 
amendment had become a ‘party’ neces- 
sity.’

“In the election of 1866 the state of 
Missouri gave 30,000 majority against ne- 
gro suffrage; even Kansas, the home of 


John Brown, gave 15,000 majority against. 


it; Michigan gave 34,000 majority against 
it; Ohio 50,000 majority against it; and al- 
most without exception, every northern, 
eastern and. western state gave substan- 
tial majorities against it, among the num- 
ber, New York, Connecticut and New Jer- 
sey; and yet in almost all of these states 
the legislatures, elected by this very vote, 
still shouting the specious plea of ‘party 
necessity,’ first heard in the United States 
senate, hastened, with a few curious local 
variations and honorable exceptions, to 
express their contempt for the will of 
their constituents, and their independence 
of express instructions, by ratifying the 
fifteenth amendment. 

“The variations and exceptions to which 
I referred were ag follows: In the great 
state of New York ‘party necessity’ at 
first prevailed over honesty and fidelity 
to instructions, but on January 6, 1870, 
public conscience awoke and on that day 
the legislature redeemed its pledges to the 
people by repealing her act of April 14, 
1869, and by withdrawing her consent to 
the amendment, so that, today, the great 
Empire State of the North is on rd as 
having opposed negro enfranchisement 
and having voted against the fifteenth 
amendment. The legislatures of the 
states of Ohio and New Jersey, when 
fresh from their constituents, had remem- 
bered their instruction, and had, in 1869, 
rejected the amendment; but honesty, 
for too long a time, did not appeal to 
them as ‘the best policy,’ so that in 
1870 and 1871, respectively, they, too, has- 
tened to join the bannered procession of 
the faithful, whose shibboleth was ‘party 
necessity,’ and to ratify the amendment. 
In addition to New York, the states of 
California, Oregon, Delaware, Kentucky, 
OES and Tennessee rejected this

The 
specifications in this case showed that 
Colson had found a pocketbook on the 
streets.

“I have been talking over silk culture 
with Mr. Magid,”’ he said, “and investi- 
gating as fully as possible in the time 
I had the details of the business. 

“We have a great many young girls 
at our school who need some means of 
earning a livelihood, and it has occurred 
to me that perhaps they might find 
something just suited to them in the silk 
business. 

“Mr. Magid has indersed my idea, and 
after having seen his business at Tallu- 
lah Falls and having talked the matter 
over with him I am inclined to think 
that there is a fine opportunity for our 
deaf girls to make money at the reeling 
of silk. 

“The work Is light and can be easily 
done by women—in fact, better by them 
than by a man, for their touch is more 
delicate, and that is the chief requisite 
of a good silk winder. The girls them- 
selves are much interested in the idea 
I speak of, and it ‘igs very probable that 
when Mr. Magid has his business in 
shape there will be a number of Cave 
Springs pupils at work winding his silk.’ 


A prominent manufacturer of Florida, 
passing through Atlanta, says that the 
future of Florida lies in vegetable cul- 
ture for the early markets of the coun- 
try. 

“In my opinion,” he remarked, ‘“‘there 
is a great deal of money to be made in 
raising vegetables for shipment north 
early in the season, or sme kind of 
vegetables all winter long. 

“When winter first begins to break 
people all over the country begin to want 
fresh vegetables, and the demand is far 
greater than the hot houses of the north, 
which furnish a few strawberries and 
other fruits and vegetables, can supply. 

“Prices, too, are high, for it is hard to 
get the fresh fruits and garden truck, 
so that one who has the goods can seli 
at a surprisingly large profit. 

“IT passed through Jacksonville last 
night and ate dinner at a hotel, There 
was watermelon on the menu and Il 
wanted watermelon as soon as I saw 
the word on the bill of fare. If it had 
been at any other season I would not 
have wanted it so badly, but the very 
name makes the mouth water in the 
springtime. Now, when you figure that 
there are millions of people all over this 
big country whose mouths are watering 
just as mine is for watermelons, early 
strawberries, early tomatoes and other 
early fruits and vegetables, and then 
consider how smal] the territory is in 
which these things can be ripened as, 
early as they can in Florida, and you 
see very easily where the profit of a 
Florida vegetable or fruit farm is to 
come from.’’

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Being Bombaded 


Native Loss Very Heavy, Many 
Women and Children Being 
Among the Slain—France 
Has No Intention of 
Seizing Territory. 


Beniounif, Algeria, June 8.—The French 
artillery opened a preliminary. fire at 
5:30 this morning on the rebellious Figuig 
Tribesmen. General O’Connor commands 
the punitive expedition, Consisting of 
4,000 of the foreign legion and ‘a strong 
force of artillery, armed with guns fir- 
ing Melinite shells. Details of the en- 
gagement have not yet been received. 
It was General O’Connor’s plan to ad- 
vance upon Figuig in three columns and 
post his artillery on commanding hills 
surrounding the rebel stronghold. 

The actual bombardment began at 7:30 
and lasted until 9:30 a. m., when the 
French troops occupied two strategic 
hills, gaining these positions by surprige. 

It is believed the native loss was heavy, 
but no definite details of the casualties 
will be obtainable until the French enter 
Figuig. There was no loss on the French 
side. The bulk of the population. of 
Figuig is expected to be friendly to the 
French, as neighboring tribes are assist- 
ing in the operations of the punitive ex- 
pedition. 

France hag formally notified the powers 
that she has no intention of taking Mo- 
rocean territory and will only punish 
the Arab brigands who were responsi- 
ble for the recent attack on the escort 
of Governor General Jonnart. 

General O’Connor was instructed to give 
the women and children an opportunity 
to leave the town before bombardment. 
A friendly Arab courier bearing a noti- 
fication to this effect to the women and 
children were killed while carrying the 
message.

DAMAGES. ASKED 
BY TOD. SLOAN 


He Sues Paris Jockey Club 
for $25,000 for Ex- 
cluding Him. 


Paris, June 8.—Tod Sloan, the American 
jockey, has begun a suit against the 
Jockey Club to recover $25,000 damages 
because of the action of the Jockey Club 
in excluding him from further .entrance 
to the weighing inclosures .or training 
grounds centrolled by the society. The 
stewards of the Jockey Club in expelling 
him issued a notification that the. action 
was taken because Sloan had ;exercised 
the horse Rose De Mai at Chantilly with- 
out authority. The Temps stated at the 
time that Sloan was réally excluded for 
spreading turf rumors. The case came 
up before the courts today and was post- 
poned for a week. 

Rose de Mai, belonging to Count de 
Saiut Phalle, won the Prix de Diane at 
Chantilly, May 20. The race was one 
of the classic events cf the French turf, 
being equivalent to the English Oaks, 
and is worth $10,000. Rose de Mai was 
second favorite at 4 to.1, but rumors cir- 
culated on the morning of the race that 
she coughed and it was probable that 
she would not start, sent the price to 12 
to 1. Later it developed that Rose de Mai 
was heavily backed: at long odds and 
she won in fine style. 


CHANGE FOOTBALL RULES. 


Rules Committée Meets and Consid- 
ers an Impcrtant — 
Revision. 
‘ A matter that Will be of interest ‘to all 
players of football’ and those who love the 
sport is the changes that are to be made 
in the rules governing. the game. The 
new rules will. change the number of 
men who are.kept in the rush line and 


quarterback. Sevengmen will hereafter 
be required to be kept in the line between 
the 25-yard lines. This will practically 
prevent mass plays and heavy..formations 
in the center of the field. Other changes 
will be made in the rules,.the effect being 
to considerably alter the. style .of play 
for the coming season.

rules, according to a statement given ou‘ 
here tonight by Walter Camp, chairman 
of the committee.

and with regard to the quartéfback. We 
will draft q rule for next’ season which 
will require that between the two ‘25-yard 
lines, from one 25-yard line to the other, 
seven men will be required in the line. 
In other words, that will prevent mass 
plays and heavy formations at the cen- 
ter of the field. Inside the 25-yard lines 
there will be no such requirement. The 
rule may be drafted in different words, of 
course, but that is the substance of it. 

“The rules will allow the quarterbask 
in the same section of the field to run 
with the ball, provided he shall cross the 
line of scrimmage at least 5 yards from 
where it is put in play.”

Review of the New York, Market. 


New York, June 8.—The cotton market 
opened firm at an advance of 5@12 points 
under higher cables and small receipts 
for the day. Liverpool at the time of the 
local opening was about 3 to 5 points 
higher, whereas a decline had been ex- 
pected and the port receipts were esti- 
mated at around 3,000, against 5,479 bales 
‘ast year. At first trading was not par- 
ticularly active, and the market, while 
displaying considerable firmness on the 
whole, ruled somewhat irregular. The 
weather was not entirely favorasle, too 
much rain being reported in eastern sec- 
tions of the belt, and further flood accounts 
from the Carolinas caused the trade to 
take a bullish view of the situation. 
Europe and Wall street operated on the 
buying side, and several large commis- 
sion houses had good buying orders from 
New Orleans. Around midday the mar- 
ket became very active and excited with 
July exhibiting strength almost as re- 
markable as during the tremendous ad- 
vances of last month. The gain was 
started by the sensational developments 
at New Orleans, where July was being 
bid up 10 points at a jump under heavvy 
buying by the bull leader. Here shorts 
became panic-stricken and both July and 
August were forced up at a rapid rate. 
July, selling as low as 11.34 on the call, 
was forced up to 11.82 at the best level, 
which occurred just at the close, this be- 
ing the best point of the day and sea- 
eon. In New Orleans the advance was 
even more pronounced; there July shot 
up from 12.80 to 13, with not an intermedi- 
ate sale. August and September also 
reached new high records in the local 
market, the former touching 11.17 and 
the latter 10.27. The close was near the 
best point of the day and net 12 to & 
points higher. Total sales futures were 
eStimated at 250,000 bales. Estimates fot 
tomorrow’s receipts at leading points were 
moderate.

New York, June 8-—Further severe 
pressure on the prices of stocks were 
made today and a renewal of active liqui- 
dation. In the last hour of the market 


this liquidation had apparently spent its | 


force and in order to cover their short 
contracts the room: traders were obliged 
to bid up prices from 1 to 1 1-2 for active 
stocks, curtailing by that much the ex- 
treme losses of the day. The principal 
selling was among the corn carriers and 
the cotton carriers, and the coalers also 
were based in part upon the belated 
planting of the corn crop, the'poor con- 
dition of the cotton crop and the fears 
that labor troubles will again break out 
in the anthracite mining region. An un- 
confirmed rumor thet the new Rock Is- 
land authorities are taking steps in the 
matter of rates that threaten widespread 
unsettlement in their territory Was cur- 
rent, but it was not clear that it had 
anything to do with today’s weakness. 
Rock Island itself was not as weak as 
some other stocks. The decline of over 
3 points in Atchison and the heavy deal- 
ings in that stock combined to make it 
the most conspicuous in the day’s trad- 
ing. The 3 3-8 point drop in Reading 
was somewhat sensational in view of the 
recent support-in that stock, and some 
of the northwestern stocks, with impor- 
tant corn traffic, shared in the day's 
weakness. Chicago and Northwestern 
sold down to 169 and Northern Securities 
on: the ourb went to a new low record. 
It was to be expected from the show- 
ing made by the banks in the Saturday's 
giatement there was some calling of 
loans and forced liquidaiion as a result. 
Tne selling came from many directions, 
London jvining in the ready offerings 
on account OL the advance in the dis- 
count rates of ,the Imperial Bank of 
Germany.
